7. Don't remain motionless in a cold 
room, and

is silver, silonco is 
gold," holdti good even in hygiene. 
0. Don't put off your regular bath. 
When the skin is not kept fresh and 
soft, tho cold draws tho pores together 
anil you are rendered susceptible 
to 
pulmonary troubles of all kinds. 
10. Don't retire with cold or wet foot. 
Nothing prevents sleep with so much 
certainty as the neglect of your pedal 
extremities.
